A  subject  which  has  been  widely  discussed  in  local  club 
meetings  is  whether  the  A.N.A.  has  a  place  in  the  insurance 
business.  This  interest  is  certainly  one  good  manifestation 
of  the  great  number  of  coin  thefts  and  robberies  around  the 
U.S.  The  salient  points  in  fayor  of  A.N.A.  sponsored  ins¬ 
urance  seem  to  be  that  it  would  enable  members  to  qualify 
automatically  (with  no  investigation)  for  insurance,  ie., 
if  you're  good  enough  to  be  a  member  of  the  A.N.A.  you  are 
a  good  enough  moral  risk  to  be  insured.  The  second  point, 
which  is  certainly  well  taken,  is  that  local  law  enforcement 
agencies  are  unable  and  often  seemingly  unwilling  to  investi¬ 
gate  thefts.  The  insurance  fund  would  suoply  funds  to  hire 
private  detectives  and/or  offer  rewards. 

Although,  due  to  the  actuarial  nature  of  insurance,  such 
a  plan  would  result  in  little,  if  any,  savings  in  premiums  it 
is  well  worth  additional  thought.  If  you  are  interested  in 
further  information  write  to  either  Tommy  Thomas  of  2620  St. 

In  the 
meantime  a  word  to  the  wise  should  be  suf f icient--get  your 
coins  insured  or  in  a  bank  vault. 


A  recent  issue  of  Forbes  business  magazine  states  that 
"The  Oreat  Coin  Madness"  is  "mostly  over  now,  but  it  has 
left  behind  many  flattened  pocketbooks . "  It  g  as  on  to 
quote  J.  Oliver  Amos  of  the  Coin  World  as  saying  "we've 
just  come  through  something  like  1929  in  the  stock  market" 
The  balance  of  the  article  gives  case  histories  of  people 
who  were  hoodwinked  by  investment  councilors,  hoarders, 
and  dealers  who  were  hard  hit  with  the  decline  early  this 
year. 

There  is,  of  course,  still  a  great  deal  of  action  in 
volume  buving,  such  as  new  foreign  issues,  but  it  is 
certainly  our  hope  that  some  degree  of  normalcv  and  sanity 
will  settle  on  the  coin  market,  returning  it  to  the  status 
of  a  hobby,  and  not  a  get  rich  quick  scheme.  Perhaps  the 
new  "alloy"  coins  will  slacken  the  imbalance  some,  at  least 
the  silver  hoarders  will  not  be  interested  in  them  and  all 
of  the  quality  numismatic  publications  have  agreed  not  to 
accept  advertising  for  the  clad  coins  until  all  signs  of 
scarcity  are  gone  from  the  coin  market.  The  nanic  which, 
for  a  great  part  at  least,  stemmed  from  the  illy-timed 
Kennedy  Half,  has  left  a  great  shell  hole-there  will  be 
no  1965  U.S.  one  cent  piece.

AUSTRALIA’S 


NEW  MINT

One  of  the  world's  newest  and  most  modern  mints  was 
opened  on  February  22,  1965  by  his  Royal  highness,  the 
Duke  of  Edinburgh. 


This  seven  million  set  of  buildings  is  located  in 
Canberra.  Inside  this  modern  edifice  is  over  five  and 
a  half  million  dollars  worth  of  machinery  and  equipment 
designed  to  produce  over  three  hundred  mil ’ion  coins  a 
year,  based  on  a  single-shift  40-hour  wee,..  The  Royal 
Australian  Mint  has  12  dual-strike  presses  capable  of 
stamping  over  00,000  coins  each  working  shift. 

The  largest  task  of  this  mint  is  to  stockpile  the 
new  decimal  coins  for  the  change-over  in  ■:bruary,  1966. 

The  royal  Australian  Mint  buildings  consist  of  an 
administration  building  with  two  floors  and  a  basement. 
The  process  building  is  300  feet  by  300  feet.  The 
process  building  is  connected  with  the  former  by  a 
courtyard  with  a  16-foot  security  fence.  All  gates  are 
electrically  remote  contr^Dlled  from  a  guard  room.  This 
allows  for  perfect  security. 

Raw  materials  are  melted  in  five  high-frequency 
induction  furnaces  which  produce  bars  weighing  in  excess 
of  400  pounds.  After  quenching,  cleaning  and  cropping, 
the  bar  is  rolled  by  the  two-high  reversible  rolling 
mill  into  a  coil,  being  annealed  twice  in  the  process. 
After  trimming  and  slitting  into  coils  six  inches  wide, 
the  blanking  presses  punch  the  blanks.  The  blanks  are 
annealed,  burnished,  washed  and  dried.  They  are  then 
passed  through  the  marking  machines  which  raise  the 
edge  and  standardize  the  diameter.  They  are  then  sent 
through  the  twelve  sophisticated  dual-strike  machines. 

All  the  coins  should  satisfy  the  highest  standards  of 
acuracy  as  to  weight,  composition  and  finish. 

The  denominations  and  alloys  of  the  new  coins  are: 


Bronze  1  cent 
2  cent 


97  %  copper,  2.5  %  zinc,  .5%  tin 


Cupro-nickel  5  cent 
10  cent 

20  cent  75  %  copper,  25  %  nickel 
Silver  50  cent  80%  silver,  20  %  copper 


Collectors  should  note  that  sets  of  the  new  "proof" 
and  "uncirculated"  coins  will  not  be  obtainable  before 
late  1966  at  the  earliest.

The  Omaha  Coin  Club's  annual  show  was  held  this  year  in  the 
Paxton  Hotel's  ballroom  on  October  23  and  24.  By  all  indications 
this  was  the  largest  and  best  attended  show  in  the  club's  history. 
According  to  Leonard  Owen,  the  General  Chairman  and  current  O.C.C. 
president,  there  were  42  bourse  dealers  from  eight  states,  each 
of  which  participated  in  the  door  prize  drawings  as  headed  by 
Bernice  Fiedler.  One  of  the  highlights  of  the  show  was  the 
display  room  where  Display  Chairman  Gene  Mueller  reported  that 
there  were  nearly  40  different  displays  from  ancient  coinage  to 
the  Kennedy  Half  Dollar.

Coin  Thefts 


Since  the  theft  of  Dr.  Judd's  collection  of  irreplaceable 
ancient  coins  in  April  of  this  year  Nebraskans  have  been 
plagued  by  thefts  and  burglaries.  In  October  Mrs.  Mary  Ulbrick 
of  Nebraska  City  lost  many  of  her  coins  which  were  displayed 
at  her  restaurant.  In  Lincoln  the  homes  of  John  Kline  and 
Dr.  Earl  Lampshire  were  entered  and  considerable  loss  suffered, 
however,  most  of  Dr.  Lampshire 's  were  subsequently  recovered. 

The  biggest  theft,  however,  occurred  in  Oklahoma  City  where 
Tom  Wolfe  and  Virgil  Marshall  lost  a  total  of  more  than  $35,000 
in  a  matter  of  a  few  minutes  while  eating  lunch.  Both  had  just 
left  an  Oklahoma  City  Coin  Show  and  had  made  careful  plans  to 
safeguard  the  car  and  collections.  Because  they  felt  they 
were  not  followed  and  because  the  car  was  directly  in  front  of 
the  cafe  they  were  not  concerned  over  leaving  the  car  unattended. 
Although  a  suspicious  car  was  reported  in  the  area  no  leads  have 
been  uncovered. 

This  was  the  second  theft  suffered  by  Wolfe  in  the  short 
period  of  two  weeks  as  he  lost  over  $2,000  worth  of  coins  at 
the  Dallas  show.  Among  the  coins  reported  stolen  were:  an 
1836  Gobrecht  dollar,  a  1922  Lincoln  cent,  four  1909  S  VDB's 
and  many  smaller  denomination  coins  and  silver  dollars,  some 
of  which  had  just  been  purchased.  Fortunately  for  all 
concerned  both  were  apparently  insured,  however  many  policies 
do  not  cover  unattended  automobiles. 

The  lesson  is  clear:  either  have  your  coins  insured  and/ 
or  keep  them  in  a  bank  saftey  deposit  vault.  This  may  not 
be  the  most  economical  or  interesting  way  to  display  your 
collection,  but  could  very  well  save  you  a  great  deal  of  head¬ 
aches  later  on.

Book  Reviews 


North  American  Currency:  The  Standard  Paper  Money  Reference 

The  compiler,  Grover  C.  Criswell,  Jr.  undertook  a  large 
task  in  this  volume,  that  of  listing  all  currencies  of  North 
America  with  prices  for  Very  Good  and  Uncirculated.  It  does 
not  quite  list  all  items,  but  still  tips  the  scales  at  over 
three  pounds.  The  book  does,  however,  fill  the  void  in  some 
respects  as  no  book  has  ever  attempted  even  close  to  such  an 
undertaking.  Although  the  price  tag  of  $15.00  may  seem  to 
be  a  bit  steep  to  come  potential  purchasers  it  is  really  a 
good  buy  as  there  are  thousands  of  excellent  plates  printed 
on  a  very  good  paper  stock.  It  will  probably  be  some  time 
before  this  encyclopedia  of  currency  is  outdated. 

Standard  Guide  to  Grading  Canadian  Coins 

This  is  the  first  edition  which  is  in  apparent  answer  to 
the  Brown  and  Dunn  book  for  U.  S.  coins  and  is  written  in  the 
same  general  style.  The  authors,  James  E.  Charlton  and  Robert 
C.  Willey  are  considered  to  be  two  of  the  foremost  authorities 
in  the  field  of  Canadian  coinage  and  they  do  not  let  the  read¬ 
er  down.  The  book  is  157  pages  in  length,  bound  in  cloth  and 
retails  at  $1.75  at  most  coin  dealers. 

A  Guide  Book  of  Modem  European  Coins 

This  volume  is  a  complete  catalog,  by  date  and  mint  mark 
of  all  European  coins  from  1850  and  has  been  designed  as  a 
companion  to  the  "brown  book"  of  Modern  World  Coins  published 
by  Whitman.

As 
always  the  new  edition  sells  for  $1.00  at  all  book  and  coin 
shops . 

The  United  States  Trade  Dollar 

Another  book  from  Whitman  Publishing  Company  this  volume 
tells  the  full  story  of  "America's  only  unwanted,  unhonored 
coin."  Although  it  seems  difficult  to  imagine  208  pages  on 
as  limited  a  subject  as  the  trade  dollar,  this  book  does  a 
commendable  job  of  treating  the  subject  interestingly  and^ 
authoritatively.
